(CDC) vaccine priority groups. 

‘The vaccination clinics initially planned during the 
school day in middle and high schools around Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and Otsego counties are cancelled at this 
time. | 

The Health Department will be offering H1N1 flu v vac- 
cine for free to the CDC’s vaccine priority groups. Officials 
expect long lines, as vaccination is on a first come/first served 
basis. Children and adolescents age 17 and under must be 
accompanied by an adult.

way. 

"Some motorists may have forgot- 
ten how to drive on slick roads when 
visibility is limited," said State Trans- - 
portation Director Kirk T. Steudle. 
“Our snowplow drivers are preparing 
for winter conditions and motorists 
should be getting ready also. The sas 
is planning ahead." 

MDOT encourages motorists to 
monitor the weather, winterize their 
vehicles, and check traffic flow and - 
lane closures online at www.michi- 
gan.gov/drive before getting behind 
the wheel. 

MDOT will continue to designate 
Priority #1 (orange route) and Prior- 
ity #2 (blue) routes for winter mainte- 


‘nance on M, US and Interstate routes. 


"Both Priority #1 and Priority #2 
routes will be maintained continu- 
ously during and after a winter storm 
until our defined level of service can 
be achieved and roads are passable," 
Steudle said. 

Motorists are advised to review the 
following winter safety driving points 
before the first snow flies. 

Normal winter conditions are iden- 


- tified as temperatures above 20 de- - 


grees, light to moderate winds and 
snowfall amounts from’ one to five 


| inches in a 24-hour period. . 
During normal conditions, MDOT 


and its contract agencies can generally 


keep the trunkline systems free of ice - 


and snow. However, the pavement may 
still be wet. 
When temperatures fall to 10 to 20 
degrees, the action of the salt (which 
lowers the freezing temperature of 


water) takes longer to work and re- 


freezes at a much faster rate. 


Salt is very ineffective at tempera- 


tures below 10 degrees. The melting 
rate and dilution of the salt slows way - 
down, and the refreezing process accel- 


~ erates even more. 


This causes potential for a more dan-. 
gerous condition than what previously 
existed. 

To continue to apply salt at these 
very low temperatures will actually 
cause more problems than it solves. 

In addition, when. wind speeds ex- 
ceed 15 to 25 mph, the snow that 
would normally blow across a dry road 
will adhere to the wet pavement. This 
will also speed the dilution of the salt, 
creating a packed-ice type condition 
with traffic driving over it. 

In winter, motorists are reminded 
to follow Michigan’s basic 
speed law, which requires them to 
drive at a “careful and prudent speed" 
in all conditions and which allows 
them to stop within the clear distance 
ahead. It may mean driving lower. 
than the posted speed limit. 

Snowplow drivers need all the help 
they can get when it comes to maneu- 
vering large trucks through traffic and 


- along the roadways for the benefit of all 
of us. Please do your part and “Don't: 


Crowd the Plow.” 

‘Make sure your windshield is clear of 
ice and snow before you start out. 
“Peephole driving” is unsafe for you 
and other drivers on the road. 


MDOT has established procedures ,

¢ Be cautious of mete that may be icy when the approaching pavement i is clear and ay

¢ Accelerate and brake slowly and avoid abrupt steering maneuvers.

year before, a decrease of about 20 
percent, while still keeping Michigan 
trunklines clear for travel. MDOT

creased attention on operator training 
and the effective use and application 


of salt and other de-icing and anti- 
icing materials, saved the state of 
Michigan $8 million last winter. 
"MDOT is ready to do everything 
we can to make winter travel as safe as 
possible," said Steudle. "But drivers 


must also do their part to be prepared '

with Dr. James: Dobson 


SIBLING RIVALRY CAN BE 
~ SPARKED BY PARENTS — 


QUESTION: If jealousy between kids is so common, then 


how can parents minimize the natural antagonism children 
feel for their siblings? 


DR. DOBSON: It's helpful to seid circumstances that com- 


pare them unfavorably with each other. They are extremely 
sensitive to the competitive edge of their relationship. The 
question is not "How am I doing?" it is "How am I doing’com- 
pared with John or Steven or Marion?" The issue is not how . 
fast I can run, but who crosses the finish line first. A boy does 
not care how tall he is; he is vitally interested in who is tallest. 
Each child systematically measures himself against his. 
peers and is tremendously sensitive to failure within his own 
family. Accordingly, parents should guard against comparative 
statements that routinely favor one child over another. 
Perhaps an illustration will help make the case. When I 


- was about ten years old, I loved to play with a couple of dogs ~ 


that belonged to two families in the neighborhood. One was a 
black Scottie who liked to chase and retrieve tennis balls. The 
other was a pug bulldog who had a notoriously bad attitude... 
One day as I was tossing the ball for the Scottie, it occurred to 
me that it might be interesting to throw it in the direction of 


the ol' grouch. It was not a smart move. The ball rolled under 


the bulldog, who grabbed the Scottie by the throat when he 
tried to retrieve it. It was an awful scene. Neighbors came run- 
ning as the Scottie screamed in pain. It took ten minutes and a 


_ garden hose to pry the bulldog's grip loose, and by then the | 
Scottie was almost dead. He spent two weeks in the hospital, 


and I spent two weeks in "the doghouse." I regret throwing 
that ball to this day. 
I have thought about that experience many times and 


" have begun to recognize its application to human relation-_ 


ships. Indeed, it is a very simple thing to precipitate a fight be- 
tween people. All that is necessary is to toss a ball, 
symbolically, under the more aggressive of the two and pre- 
pare for the battle that ensues. This is done by repeating nega- 


_. tive comments one has made or. by baiting one in the presence 
_of the other. It can be accomplished in business by assigning 


overlapping territory to two managers. They will tear each 


_ other to pieces in the inevitable rivalry. Alas, it happens every 


day. fo roa 
This principle is also applicable to siblings. It is remark- 
ably easy to make them mortal enemies. All a parent must do 
is toss a ball in the wrong direction. Their natural antagonism 
will do the rest. 


James Dobson to 
Resign from 
Focus on the Family 


A 32 year tenure ends at Focus ministry, 


but Dobson says “I’m not retiring, will 


you spread the word?” 


It was announced this Saturday October 30 that Dr James Dob- 
son will leave the ministry he founded in 1977. He will be leaving 


_ his current role as its primary radio voice at the end of February 


2010. 

Dr. Dobson's departure from the radio program and from offic 
cial affiliation with the organization he founded in 1977 is just the 
"third chapter in a transition that began in 2003," when Dr. Dob- 
son ‘stepped down as Focus president, said Jim Daly, the ministry's 
president and CEO. It was a mutual decision between Dr. Dobson 
and the ministry's board of directors, which Dr. Dobson left in a 
February of this year, Daly added. a 

"The Bible tells us that to everything there is a season — and Dr 


. Dobson's season at Focus.on the Family has been remarkable,” 


Daly said. "He has done a superlative job in modeling the graceful 
transition of leadership from one generation to the next. =~ 

"We're excited about continuing the work he began, and follow- 
ing the biblical principles he s always followed, to reach eye, S: 
families." 

Dobson, who will continue to record new radio broadcasts Be- 
tween now and the end of February, remains "a man of health and 
vigor" and will continue to make his voice heard in the public 
square, Daly said. 

"Dr. Dobson is a wordsmith, but one word I don't suspect we ll 
hear him using is 'retirement,' " Daly explained. He added that a 


series of events to honor Dr. Dobson's contributions to the min- 


istry will be held over the next few months. 

"Focus on the Family has never been about one man," he added. 
“That's why Dr. Dobson has always refused to have his name put. 
on any building here. It's about bing the Lord's work j in ane 
families."

I’d rather see you go 
into crunch time now without completely draining your emer- 
gency fund before he goes back to work.

How to tell if it’s 


a button buck | 


DNR offers helpful ways to identify buck fawns 


E ach year many hunters 
harvest buck fawns, com- 
monly called “button bucks” 

~ on antlerless deer licenses. 
Though legal, harvesting 
these deer may reduce the 
number of antlered bucks 
'. the following year. By learn- 
‘ing the difference between 
adult does and buck fawns 
_and observing these sugges- 
tions, hunters can make a | 
conscious choice on whether 
to harvest a buck fawn. 
Look at body shapes of 
deer. Adult does are differ- 
ent in shape from juvenile ' 
deer. The mature doe is rec- 
tangular in shape with a 
long neck and face. Fawns 
_are square shaped and have 
a short neck and face. 
Button bucks often 
travel alone, but adult does 
rarely do. Consider this 
when you observe a single . 
antlerless deer. 
Wait until more than 


three deer are together; then 


harvest one of the larger ~ 
antlerless deer. . 
If two juvenile deer are 
without an adult, one will 
probably be a button buck. 
Normally the young male is 
larger than the female and 


may be mistaken for an 
adult doe because of its 
larger size. Look at the head 
of the deer. A doe's head 
normally is more rounded - 
on top between the ears and 
a buck's head is flattened by 
the base of the antlers. 

Look closely with 
binoculars for the antler 
bases on button bucks. 

Wait until the deer are. 
standing or moving slowly. 
It is easier to identify sex 
and age when deer are not 
running or moving fast. 

Shoot with good visibil- 
ity. Poor light or heavy cover 
make it difficult to deter- 
mine sex and age.’ 

Antlered deer means a — 
deer having at least one 
antler that extends three 
inches or more above the 
skull. Antlerless deer means 
a deer without antlers, or 
with antlers where the 
longest antler extends less 
than three inches above the 
skull. | | | 

A person is limited to | 
purchasing only two kill tags 
for taking an antlered (buck) 
deer. You may purchase one 
archery license AND one
